committed agatilt the foꝛm of a Statute made in a Se[sions of Parliament, 
begun and held by Pꝛoꝛogation at Weſt miner, the Fifth day of November, in 
the Third pear of the Reign of King James, His Myjeſties late Gzand-tather, 
entituled, An At for the diſcovering and tepteſſing ot Popiſh Recuſants; 02 of one 
1;. other Statute made in a Sgſsions cf Parliament, begun and held by P2020- 
Cat on a Weſtmioſier, the Mineteenty day of February, in the Seventh year of 
the Reign of the ſaid late King, entituled, An A& who ſhill take tbe Oath af 
Obcdierce to the King, and by whom ic Tha!l be adminiſtred, and within what time. 
3 And whereas the Kings moſt Excellent Majaſt» ſin:e the paſging of the late 
Act of General Pardon, Oblivion, and Iadempnity, andthe iTuing foꝛth ſeveral Charters ot Pardon, hath 
in reference to His Ropal Coꝛonation, by a late Pꝛotiamation, ſignified and declartd out of H4s farther 
abundant Grace and Clementp, that his Charters of Pardons ſhould be extended in time unto the Nin? 
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and twentiech day oi December, nol laſt paſt, being the day the late Parliament diddiſotve and determine. 
And His Ma being now graciou0y pleaſed, that His laid Subjeds, calted Quakers, noW-w3 pziſon as a- 
Fozeſaid, ſhould foꝛ this time, and on ſo happy andvleſſed an oppoztunity and ſcaſon of His Majeſties Nopal 
Coꝛonation, participate of His Majeſties Percy and Clemency, and be fozthwith dilcharged from their 
—— without being put to the trouble and charges of ſuing out particular Pardons. The 
Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty doth there oꝛe by this His Royal Pꝛocla mation. publiſh and declare Hig will 
. andpleaſure to be, and accoꝛdingly doth hereby will and command all Sheriffs, Majozs, Bailiffs,Gaalers, 
and other His Officers andMiniſters within His Pajeſties Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, the 
| Illes ot Jerſey. and Guernſey, and the Town of Berwick upon Twede, and every of them (whom the pꝛe⸗ 

miſſes ſhall oꝛ may concern) that they and every of them, on the publication of this His Royal Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion, do ſet at liberty, enlarge, and dilcharge, all and every perſon and perſons, called Quakers, now in 
cuſtody in any of His Gaols ozPaiſons in His {aid Realin, oꝛ any the partsv2 places thereof afo:eſaid, foꝛ 
any offence oꝛ offences done, committed, oꝛ ſuffered againſt the foꝛm of the Statutes afoꝛtlaid, oz either of 
them, fo2 not taking the Oaths therein mentioned, oz any other Paths heretofo2e tendered them, oz foz 
any Meetings contrary to the late Pzoclaination, oꝛ foz 82 referring to their Opinions, oꝛ frruples 
.of Conſcience, oꝛ foz not finding Securities koꝛ appearances ot, aud from their and every of their Impꝛi⸗ 
ſonments reſpectively, without demanding oꝛ taking any other Fees 02 Puties of them, oꝛ any ot them, 
then koꝛ Lodging, Diet, and other neceſſaries : And allo to ſet at liberty, Tuch other perſons as are now in 
cuſtody onely fo2 not taking the Paths enjoyned by the Statutegavbove-mentioned, oz either of them, oꝛ 
upon any p2ofecurion foꝛ not taking the ſaid Daths, expecting foz the future their Contoꝛnuty and Dbedi- 
ente tothe Laws of the Kingdom; and fo2 ſo doing, this ſhall be to them. aud every of ſufficient 
warrantin this behaif. And His Majeſty doth fiſtther declare, that Hefyall expect returns 


And all due Obedience, from all ſuch perſons whaſt liberty is 6btainedHereby, zus Majeſty not intending 
.them ty, if they ſhall offend in the future: ꝛobided always, and His Majeſty doth hereby declare, 
That this P2oclamation, oꝛ any thing herein contained, ſhall not extend to diſcharge, oꝛ ſet at liberty, any 
perſon oꝛ perſons, called Quskers, now in — Debt, oꝛ other civil cauſe commenced-92 depending 
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in this Pꝛoclamation coutamed to the contrary thereof, in any wife notwithſtanding. "a
